The Cabinet Hastily Beslgns To-day 
Because of the Quarrel on Do- 
mestic Politics. 


PABIS, Nov. 19.—Soon after the cham- 
ber of deputies met to-day the extreme 
left 
moved 
an 
interpellation 
of 
the government on the question of its 
domestic policy. The motion was made 
by the ministry to postpone the debate, 
but it was rejected by a vote of 328 to 
242. Prime Minister Bouvier immedi- 
announced the resignation of the cabi- 
net. 


Premier Bouvier demanded that de- 
bate on the subject be adjourned until 
the 24th inst. in the interest of the 
measure for a conversion of the public 
debt. Upon the announcement of the 
result of the vote the chamber adjourned 
until Monday amid great exeitement. 


The ministers held a conference, after 
which they placed their resignations in 
the hands of President Grevy. 


All of this grows out of the prosecution 
of Mr. Wilson, President Grevy's son-in- 
law, for selling titles. There is talk that 
President Grevy will resign. 


The Czar of Russia at Berlin. 
BuRiiiN, Nov. 
19.—The czar and 
czarina of Russia were royally received 
in this city yesterday. 
They met Em- 
peror William and the imperial family 
at the Buasian embaesy, where a friend- 
ly reception rnd consultation was had. 
The czar later visited the imperial pal- 
ace. 


At the state banquet last evening 
ninty-eight covers were laid. Prince 
Bismarck and wife and Count Herbert 
Bismarck were present at the ban- 
quet. 
The czar and party left Ber- 
lin for St. Petersburg at 9:30 last even- 
ing. 


The North German Gazette (Prince 
Bismarck's organ) does not refer to the 
czer's visit. 


The Bussian press has been ordered 
to cease harsh criticisms of Germany. 


Crooked Indiana Politicians Indicted. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 19.—The grand 
jury adjourned to day. 
It is quietly 
understocd to night that quit^ a num- 
ber of republicans were indicted for 
fraud and illegal practices at the recent 
election. 
The jury has been successful 
in running down some of the worst of- 
fenders—some well-known crooked poli- 
ticians. Various offenses are charged, 
including perjury in swearing to false 
affidavits, bribery, in openly purchasing 
electors, swearing in illegal votes, and 
voting illegally.

Merrill, of 
Lawrence, Mass., the chairman, will 
compile the returns and present them to 
congress.

NEW YORK, NOV. 19.—B. G. Dunn & 
Co., in their trade review of tiie week, 
note great sales of wheat, corn, coflfee, 
cotton and oil, with an advance in the 
prices of all ot them. 


They say the amount of currency in 
circulation stimulates speculation, but 
add "that business is generally active 
for 
the season, though at some points re- 
tarded by slow collections or recent 
failures. 


At Chicago the relief after the hang- 
ing and funeral of the anarchists, gives 
a new impetus; at Omaha collections are 
satisfactory and trade is good. At Mil- 
waukee trade is slightly duller; at Mem- 
phis serious damage results from the 
tong drouth and prevalent fires, and 
Nashville finds fires and failures eiiibar- 
rassing.

Louis and money continues close at 
Kansas City. Collections are dull there, 
slow at Milwaukee, only fair at Nash- 
ville and Atlanta. Great speculation in 
wheat goes on.

THE FEEBLE-MINDED SCHOOL. 


The Wants and Rosenrees of a State 
Institution to be Located in 
Fort Wayne. 


The Indianapolis Journalsaya: "The 
trustees of the School for the Feeble- 
minded made a half yearly report to the 
governor yesterday, concerning their 
transactions from May to November this 
year. It is a bulky document, many 
pages of which are devoted to matters 
with which the public is familiar. They 
refer to the organization of the school in 
connection with the Soldiers' and Sailors' 
Orphans' home at Knightstown, the 
change that was made throagh legisla- 
tion last winter, and the purchase of 
land at Fort Wayne, upon, which the 
permanent school buildings are to be 
erected. The trustees say the quarters 
in the new insane hospital at Bicnmond, 
now occupied by the feeble-minded, are 
satisfactorv, but their operations are 
somewhat retarded by an insufficient al- 
lowance. Applications for admission are 
numerous, but the money at command 
will Hot allow them to receive more in- 
mates than they now have. The condi- 
tion of the markets makes it difiioult to 
maintain each inmate on 33^ cents 
per day. 
The limited allowance of 
money also affects the institution in re- 
gard to ofiScers, as some of the offices 
provided for cannot be filled until the 
appropriation is increased. 
There are 
105 inmates in the school, fifty-one girls 
and fifty-four boys, the ages running 
from six to twenty-one years. 
Allen 
county has six inmates in the school. 
There has not been a death in the insti- 
tutiori, and no sickness of any kind un- 
til the past month; when sixteen of the 
children were affected with the measles. 
The expenses haae been $7,187."
